The American AgricijUwrlst says 
“The excelleucg^Mrtick wheat flour de­ 
pends ehieflT~tm the management of the 
' rjiiB-between the time of ripening and 
grinding. The common way of treating 
buckwheat effectually .prevents making 
good flour, it being allowed to remain in 
the swath for several weeks, when it 
should never be suffered to lie longer than 
a day or tw,o, and it is decidedly better 
for the grain to rake it and set it on end, 
as fast as it is cradled. Much loss grain 
will be wasted by shelling out; the straw 
will cure and dry out sooner, and make 
better fodder; the crop will be ready for 
threshing or housing in less tim e; and 
the grain will yield a much better quality 
of flour. I t is especially injurious to the 
grain to be expose^ to storms before it is 
set up, for dirt is spattered all over the 
grain, by the falling of large rain drops. 
This makes 'the flour dark-colored and 
gritty. W etting and drying the grain 
several times, destroys the life of the 
flour. It never will be as white, nor 
make as good cakes, but will be sticky 
anil the cakes clammy like the flour of 
sprouted wheat.”

Tho. secret of making good butter is 
Jeanliness and thoroughness, aud the 
tiitvc for the most profitable exercise of 
the aFt of butter-making is June. • The 
grass is abundant, the cows in full milk, 
the weathcrffavorable. Tiie milk should 
not be kept tooj;ool, though this Is rarely 
a fault Inidairieb. It is-enough if it be 
kept as cool as 00 dcg. Fahrenheit, 
though 55 deg. is notXtoo cool. Cream 
will rise about this temperature better 
thitn any other, and the sctme is best at 
which to churn. 
Milk should stand 
where the air is sweet and fresff: odors 
from the kitchen or from the stable- or 
odors of any kind, indeed, except that 
fresh air, should be carefully excluded. 
Stone floors are desirable, for these can 
be kept constantly moist and so much 
cooler than others, and the air ought to 
circulate freely over and under the pans. 
Shallow pans are better than deep ones. 
W ork out the buttermilk without touch­ 
ing theharids to the butter, using as little 
water as possible, or none at all. If the 
butterm ilk is all out, and w ith it all the 
milk, sugar and cheesy portions of the 
milk, butter will keep w ith very little 
salt. The more imperfect the working, 
the more salt is required, fn keeping 
cream several dayB, put it where the tem­ 
perature will be uniform and cool, and 
stir if more is added. 


«TR IN O H EN S OF SITTING. 


- A writer in the New England Farmer 
says that he cured his heng from sitting 
by shutting them up in a tub baving an 
inch or two of water on the bottom. H e 
keeps them there duringthe day and pats 
them on the roost a t night. If not cured 
the first day he treats them to the “water 
cure” another day, when they will be 
glad to stand on tlieir feet. 


OXIONS ARB POULTRY. 


Scarcely too much can be said in praise 
of onions for fowls. They seem to be a 
preventive and remedy for various disea­ 
ses to which domestic fowls are liable.— 
Forgapes and inflammation of the throat, 
eyes and head, onions are almost a spe­ 
cific. They should be finely chopped.— 
A small addition of commeal is an im­ 
provement.—Genesee Farmer.

Hon. Hiester Clynser of Berks county, 
the Democratic candidate for Governor, 
then addressed the assemblage. He said 
their previous kindness had hardly left 
life enough in him to enable him to ad­ 
dress them at length.

Mr. Bmir was received enthusiastically. 
He felt happy in being In old Berks to 
eateli the liiSpiration of her Democracy. 
He was proud to here renew his Demo­ 
cratic alliance, upon the platform of the 
Constitution and the Union. (Cheers.) 
The platform now means something, for 
after blood and war it wgs proper to ask 
w hether mere faetlonists should keep the 
country divided for the sake of party. 
That is the only issue. Though often 
differing w ith the Democracy .y e t lie 
could not reproach them. ThcyMpved 
the Union and the Constitution amufree 
government, and would defend them at, 
whatever cost. (Cheers.) It was a mo.sr 
cheering spectacle to him' to witness 
Democratic devotion to tho Government; 
for the last administration, of which he 
was a member, had treated its opponents 
often harshly and unjustifiably, and yet 
Democrats poured out freely their blood 
aud treasure to save the Union. lie said 
the Radicals wanted to govern the coun­ 
try by force; for if they carried the elec­ 
tions this fall, Andrew Johnson would be 
impeached and turned out, and a man of 
their own choice made President.
